OFFSHORE SITUATION 
STILL UNCHANGED 


Crowd of 15,000 Over- 
flows San Francisco Au- 
ditorium for Debate on 
Issues in Walkout.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9.—The 
Masters, Mates and Pilots Union 
called a meeting today to vote on 
strike settlement proposals offered 
by the coastwise shippers, who op- 
erate more than 70 of the 226 
strike-bound Pacific coast vessels 
an¢ carry 10 per cent of cargo ton- 
nage. 

The coastal operators, organized 
separately from the offshore op- 
erators, have reached tentative 
agreements with all unions but the 
licensed deck officers and the radio 
telegraphists. Federal Conciliator 
E. P. Marsh said agreement with 
radiomen had been reached on all 
points except wages. 

There still was no sign of agree- 
ment between the unions and the 
offshore operators, whose vessels 
carry about 65 per cent of the coast’s 
marine commerce. They are dead- 
locked over control of hiring halls. 

Strike Issues Debated. 

A crowd estimated at 15,000 over- 
flowed the Civic Auditorium last 
night to hear the issues in the 
strike debated. Speakers were Rog- 
er D. Lapham, president of Ameri- 
can-Hawaiian Lines, representing 
employers; Harry Bridges, coast 
president of the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association, speaking 
for the strikers; and Mayor John F. 
Dore of Seattle, also for the labor 
unions, 

Lapham said employers could not 
give up the right to select their own 
personnel, He repeated that off- 
shore operators were willing to ar- 
bitrate disputed issues. 

“All that the employers seek is 
the right to control hiring,” Lap- 
ham said, “the right to select the 
men best fitted for the job without 
discrimination—just as men are 
selected in every other branch of 
American industry.” 

Speakers for Strikers. 

Dore called forth applause when 
he declared the strikers would win. 
He said he was for organized labor 
“because it is opposed to Fascism 
and Communism.” 

Bridges, leader in organizing the 
powerful Maritime Federation of 
the Pacific, said employers could 
end the strike by acceding to the 
union “fundamental issues.” 

He declared unions could not ar- 
bitrate the fundamental issues as 
employers requested, because it

Two-Hour Session by Cabinet.

ported to be acrimonious, was re- 
ported to have been considered. 

Baldwin brought the statement to 
London last night from Fort Bel- 
vedere, after several hours of discus- 
sion with the King, the King’s legal 
advisers and the King’s brother, the 
Duke of York, heir presumptive, 
and the younger Duke of Kent.

effective. Prime Minister Baldwin 
already has made clear hig stand 
against any marriage. 

Baldwin, in a statement to the 
House of Commons, reminded the 
country that when the King has 
reached a final conclusion and 
communicated it to “the Govern- 
ment in this country and the Do- 
minions,” “it will then be for those 
governments to decide what advice, 
if any, they would feel it their duty 
to tender him in the light of his 
conclusion.” 

In case the King sticks to his 
intention to marry, and holds on to 
the Crown, this “advice” might be 
offered before or after the fact of 
marriage and there is no way of 
knowing what would be the form 
it would take or the result, 

Precedent Lacking. 

Assuming the opposition was 
widespread throughout the Domin- 
ions, as Baldwin implied, there is 
no precedent to show how, if at 
all, this opposition could be made 
effective. Parliaments of the Do- 
minions could, of course, memorial- 
ize or petition the King, but ap- 
parently the weight of public opin- 
ion would be the only force behind 
such action. 

In England the issue could be 
more dramatically focused by the 
resignation of the Government, that 
is, of the Prime Minister and his 
administrative cabinet. It then 
would devolve upon the King to 
form a new Government. If such 
new Government could not com- 
mand the confidence of Parliament, 
the Prime Minister might call on 
the King to dissolve Parliament. 
This would mean new elections in 
which the issue would be decided 
by the people in their election to 
Parliament of men supporting or 
opposing the King’s conduct. Even 
so it would remain for the King 
to decide whether he would yield 
to public opinion, if it went against

LONDON, Dec. 9.—I cannot un- 


the matter. (Never for years have 
we been in such close agreement.) 
The King, one of the most origi- 
nal, vigorous, modern, public-spirit- 
ed and independent-minded kings 
who have ever sat on the throne, 
has chosen the lady whom ‘he wants 
to marry. She. makes him happy; 
she gives him contentment; she 
creates an atmosphere about him, 
in which he can most happily and 
willingly perform his public du- 
ties. Very naturally he wants to 
marry her. 

I have read during the past few 
months a great deal of printed mat- 
ter about her. I have met her and 
know some of her friends quite 
well. I have never yet heard one 
single word or suggestion that she 
was anything but a perfectly honor- 
able, highly. intelligent and charm- 
ingly mannered woman. Why 
shouldn't the King marry her and 
make her his Queen? 

Objections “Grotesque.” 

The replies are grotesque. They 
are not answers; they are excuses 
for a campaign that has quite other 
incentives than its ostensible ones. 
The chief point adduced is that 
she has divorced two husbands. She 
was not divorced by them; she di- 
vorced them. 
Now divorce is an integral part 
of our marriage system. It is a 
recognized method of relief from 
intolerable bonds, It certainly 
throws no stigma at all upon the 
petitioning party. A hopeful move- 
ment is at. present afoot to extend 
our existing facilities because prac- 
tically every clear-headed person 
is convinced nowadays of the es- 
sential immorality and social in- 
convenience of that enforced as- 
sociation of inharmonious partners 
sustained by the still too rigid mar- 
riage laws of today. 

Mrs. Simpson, who is clearly an 
attractive woman and who is now 
over 40, has twice exercised her 
moral and legal right to matrimo- 
nial release. Why are we to go 
back suddenly to the high-church 
standards of a century ago and pre- 
tend to be shocked and scandalized 
by these entirely correct and nor- 
mal incidents in her life? Except 
for that matter of her divorces, I 
find there is really nothing what- 
ever advanced against her. 

The Church and the Law. 

A certain sect in the established 
church, Roman Catholic Church 
and a few other of endless varie- 
ties of doctrinal Christianity, main- 
tains that marriage should be in- 
dissoluble, but that is certainly not 
the law of England nor the preva- 
lent belief among the English peo- 
ple. 

The various dignitaries of estab- 
lishment who have taken up the at- 
titude of opposition to the King’s 
natural wishes are merely calling 
public attention to the increasing 
obsolesence and surviving powers 
for mischief of their organization, 
when they seek to pit their pecu- 
liar matrimonial prejudices against 
contemporary law and ideas... 

And they are doing the thing 
in a manner that is bound to rouse 
a storm of protest in the public 
mind. They are exceedingly polite, 
unctuously polite, to the King. He 
is elaborately and insultingly exon- 
erated from the responsibility for 
this trouble. And then as regards 
the other persons in the affair, si- 
lence—the unspeakable. 

It ig no use mincing matters here. 
These clericals and our more con- 
ventional politicians and those in- 
curable snobs, the Labor leaders, 
are co-operating with all the foul- 
est elements of American and con- 
tinental journalism to suggest that 
Mrs. Simpson is an unspeakable 
creature. 

They have not a fact to go upon, 
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evoked almost entirely from the 
hints and imaginations of the low- 
personal journalists, fel- 


charged valets, who have still, with 

all the worst will in the world, noth- 

ing but sneers and suggestions to 

bring against her. Never has 80 

much been assumed against a wom-

Mrs. Simpson is far better fitted 
to be the King’s wife than any 
“possible” bride that might be 
forced upon him to replace her. 

The alternative now would seem 
to be some dreary or shady princess 
of “the right sort” or some -insipid 
pfoduct of our correct arid suitable 
families, our royal nobility (they 
ought to be listed), the) Heaviside 
strat of our social atmosphere. 


This - campaign against Mrs. 
Simpson is practically a campaign 
to impose celibacy on the King. 

She puts herself entirely at. the 
disposal of the King and his coun- 
try. She will, she declares, efface 
herself if he wishes her to do so. 

“Entire Issue Falsified.” 

To me the most curious thing in 
all this storm of disputation about 
the King’s prospective marriage, is 
the way in which the entire issue 
has been falsified by the assump- 
tion that Mrs. Simpson is an im- 
possible woman.

Four passengers were injured 
when the plane, flying the French 
insignia and in the service of the 
French diplomatic corps, crashed at 
Pastrana, Spain, yesterday. 

“This aggression,” the Spanish 
Embassy statement said, “may 
have grave consequences.” 

Those injured when the plane 
was. machine-gunned were Andre 
Chateau, correspondent for the 
Havag (French) News Agency: 
Louis De-la-Pre, correspondent for 
Paris Soir; Dr. Henny of Canada, 
and an unidentified girl. 

Another girl, the pilot named 
Boyer and the radio operator 
named Bougrat were unhurt, 

The plane was wrecked. 

Reports of the attack caused » 
sensation in the Paris press which 
printed the bulletins in heavy black 
type. 


The embassy communique said 
“the salient fact of the day was the 
abrupt attack by a tri-motored 
Junkers in the Guadalajara region 
against the Air-France plane, which 
takes the Madrid-Alicante trip, nor. 
mally, to establish contact with the 
Toulouse-Casablanca passenger line 
of the same company. 

“This plane was machine-gunned 
while in full flight and had to land 
because of damages.” 

The embassy statement said the 
two correspondents were “quits 
gravely wounded.”

“lessons to Be Learned.” 

His testimony concerned, first, @ 
letter headed “Some Lessons to Be 
Learned,” identified as having been 
written by Jones, in which he gave 
Mrs. Grace Thomasson some hints 
about practices to be followed, say- 
ing that all letters should be burned, 
that she should not talk to report- 
ers. and so on, The second exhibit 
was a letter written by Jones to 
Mrs. Lily Giordon, wife of the man 
who was the father of the child of 
Anna Ware, the second baby t~ be 
procured in the Muench baby hoax. 
Mrs. Giordon had identified the 
letter as written by Jones.

of Equity Corporation, which made 
a profit of more than $900,000. 
Statement by Sabath. 

Congressman A. J. Sabath, chair- 
man of the committee, said at the 
conclusion of the night hearing that 
he regretted the committee’s inabil- 
ity to give more time to the Mis- 
souri State Life hearing at pres- 
ent. 

“For a number of years prior to 
the receivership, certain gentlemen 
took a lot of liberties with this com- 
pany,” he said, “There should have 
been criminal investigations and 
criminal prosecutions. Dishonest 
manipulations have taken place on 
the part of a few who have _ se- 
cured control of life insurance com- 
panies, have milked them and aban- 
doned them. 

“It will be my purpose to attempt 
to secure the enactment of laws to 
prevent such manipulations in the 
future.”

He denied any 
threat or coercive suggestion, and 
a letter written by O’Donnell was 
introduced, in which O’Donnell said 
there was no coercion. 

Committee Charges Perjury. 

The evidence was in such direct 
conflict that Congressman Thomas 
O’Malley of Wisconsin, a member of 
the committee, interrupted Milton’s 
testimony at one point to say: 
“There has been perjury before this 
committee within the past week, 
and I propose to find out who has 
testified falsely, that proper pro- 
ceedings may be taken against 
him.” Chairman Sabath said: “I 
agree with you.” 

The committee had much diffi- 
culty in pinning Milton down to a 
direct statement, in reply to Con- 
gressman O’Malley’s question 
whether he had told O’Donnell and 
Coburn that he had an offer of $65 
a share for the General American 
stock from a New York brokerage 
house. 

Vague About Offers. 


Though protesting there was no 
forced sale, Milton for 30 minutes 
would not give a@ yes-or-no answer 
to the question propounded by 
O’Maliey, whtether he had _ told 
O’Dorinell and Coburn that he had 
the New York offer. 

He tried to tell the committee 
that there were a lot of brokers in 
the insurance business who made 
vague Offers, and that there had 
been such offers for the General 
American, which had not been con- 
sidered by him, and that he might 
have mentioned something along 
that line to O’Donnell. He seemed 
to imply that he never had told 
O’Donnell there had been a serious 
offer. 

His repeated refusals to make di- 
rect response to the question finally 
exasperated O’Malley.to the point 
where he informed Milton that he 
was going to force him to make a 
direct answer and that if he did not 
do so the full power of the commit- 
tee would be used, his statement 
amounting to a threat that Milton 
would be cited for contempt. Mil- 
ton then answered directly that he 
had not told O’Donnell that there 
was such an offer. 

“Coburn testified before this com- 
mittee, without equivocation, that 
you put a gun to their heads,” 
O’Malley said. 

“No, there was no gun,” replied 
Milton. 

“This committee wants to know 
whether this was a forced gale,” 
O’Malley said. 

“No,” said Milton, “it was not a 
forced sale.” 

* Copy of Letter Presented. 

In support of his assertion, Mil- 
ton presented to the committee a 
photostat copy of a letter written 
by O’Donnell a month after the 
sale, O’Donnell wrote to President 
Head of General American that 
“Neither Mr. Milton nor Mr. Hunt- 
ington at any time approached any 
officer or director of the South- 
western Life with reference to the 
sale of this stock to the Dallas in- 
| terests, nor did they present any ar- 
gument or inducement to any of us 
to make the purchase.” The ref- 
erence was to Ellery Huntington, 
associated with Milton in Equity 
Corpcration. 

Chairman Sabath pointed out to 

that Insurance Superitend- 
ent O’Malley had testified that he 
was induced in part to approve the 


“He had nothing to do with any of 
these matters.” 
Testimony Ab°eut Profit. 

Milton testified that his personal 
profit in the St. Louis insurance 
transaction was between $5000 and 
$6000, or about 3 per cent a year on 
his investment of $83,000 in Equity 
Cczporation. 

Much of the time of Milton’s tes- 
timony, and at night during the tes- 
timony of Allan May, general 60- 
licitor for General American, and 
of Carroll E. Nelson, actuary for 
the Missouri Insurance Depart- 
ment, was taken up with details of 
the M uri State deal and of the 
operation of the Missouri State ac- 
count by the General American, 
which have been published from 
time to time. 


Report on Impairment. 

However, it was brought out In 
May’s testimony that the statement 
of the condition of the Missouri 
State Life, showing an impairment 
of $29,000,000, filed by Supt. O’Mal- 
ley at the time of the receivership,

PROPOSED SITE 
OF NEGRO SCHOOL 


. Motes to Request City to 


Vacate Street Separating 
Location From Municipal 


Playground. 


ADOPTS STATEMENT 
BY VOTE OF 10 TO 2 


Asserts Arrangement Af- 
fords Opportunity of Cre- 

_ ating Negro Community 
Center. 


A lengthy statement defending its 
approval of the site for a Negro 
elementary school on a corner of 
the Vashon High School grounds 
was adopted last night by the Board 
of Education, which also voted to 
request the city to vacate a street 


- geparating this location from a mu- 


nicipal playground. 

Petitions - from foun Negro 
churches nad the St. Louis Work- 
ers’ Council, urging adoption of 
some other site, were ordered re- 
ceived and filed. Another request 
by the Workers’ Council, for .em- 
ployment of Negroes as building 
mechanics, was referred to the 
Building Committee with the sug- 
gestion that a hearing be granted. 

Cardinal avenue would be vacat- 
ed for one block, between Market 
and Dexter etreets, under the 
board’s proposal. This is a little 
used street separating the new 
school location from Vashon Play- 
ground, A suit by Negro objectors 
to prevent the board from using 
the site is pending and a protest has 
been sent by the objectors to the 
PWA. Congressman Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., agreeing with the 
complaint, sent word yesterday that 
he would press it with the PWA. 

The. statement, prepared for the 
board by Superintendent of In- 
struction Henry J. Gerling, was ap- 
nem by a 10-to-2 vote, Richard 

urphy and Henry P. Schroeder 
voting against it. It was to be 
signed by those favoring it. 

Board’s Arguments. 

It was set out in the board’s 
statement that objectors complained 
play space on the school grounds 
would be too small and the proxim- 
ity of the grade and high schools 
would be educationally disadvan- 
tageous to pupils of both. 

Calling attention to increasing 
emphasis on socializing education, 
the statement asserted there was a 
unique opportunity for creating a 
Negro community center by putting 
together the grade and high schools, 
the city playground and the city’s 
accompanying community building, 
and said the board recognized the 
close interdependence of the public 
school and the municipal social wel- 
fare program. Other arguments in 
support of the board’s position, 
summarized, follow: 

Easy access between the two 
schools would promote helpful 
co-operative educational activities. 
Civic solidarity would be fostered. 
The civic committee appointed by 
the board a year ago, including rep- 
resentatives of the board and the 
city, recommended co-ordination of 
school and municipal playgrounds, 
which the board approved, and the 
plan here would give this practical 
effect. 


Question of Space. 

Shop, gymnasium and auditorium 
facilities of the high school would 
be available to grade school pupils, 
avoiding a duplication. Contentions 
that the grounds would give inade- 
quate accommodation to children 
of both schools were, in the board’s 
opinion, unfounded. Clear space on 
the campus, after subtracting the 
area of both schools and with the 
present Waring School portable 
structures removed, would be 136,- 
625 square feet. 

If the Vashon High pupils were 
allowed the same campus space as 
that at Soldan High School, includ- 
ing the athletic field at the latter, 
only 58,128 square feet would be re- 
quired, but there would still be 
available a 104,000-square-foot ath- 
letic field on the city playground. 
This combined area of 162,128 


- gquare feet would exceed the clear 


space, including school athletic 
fields, at Central, McKinley, Soldan 
and the new southwestern high 
schools, and it would give a greater 
area per pupil than at any of the 
foregoing schools and almost as 
much as it Beaumont High Schdol. 
Subtraction of the 58,128-square- 
foot allowance for Vashon High 
pupils would leave 78,497 square 
feet for the new grade school chil- 
dren. This would be 112 square feet 
per pupil and only a quarter of 
the elementary schools of the city 
have larger proportionate areas. 
However, high school pupils do not 
have outdoor recesses, hence do not 
require play space adjoining their 
building, and the campus need not 
actually be divided. Twelve years’ 
use of the grounds by students at 
the high school and the Waring 
had demonstrated feasi- 


portables 
bility of the arrangement, it was 
stated. 


Situation in Other Schools. 
The board long has used some 
municipal playgrounds in connec- 

tion with its own grounds, there be- 
ing 17 grade schools making such 
use now, besides Vashon and Sum- 
ner (Negro) high schools. -No “un- 
toward situations” have arisen from 
this practice and the city has co-

General McKittrick, without spe- 
cific -charges being filed against 
him, today was. officially notified 
by the Penal. Board that he was 


under inquiry, and was admitted to 


hearings in progress before the 
board. He previously had been ex- 
cluded, at McKittrick’s request. 
Stephen B. Hunter, director of 
pena] institutions and chairman of 
the Penal Board, which is conduct- 
ing the hearings at McKittrick’s re- 
quest, called McLain into the hear- 
ing room this morning and _ in- 
formed him that he was under in- 
vestigation, and read into the rec- 
ord five matters that he said were 


under inquiry. McKittrick has filed 
no formal charges and the matters 
cited by Director Hunter he said, 
represented ‘what the board under- 
stood was under inquiry. 

Hunter’s List of “Charges.” 

Hunter informed McLain an in- 
quiry was being made into his con- 
duct as superintendent and his man- 
agement of the institution, and that 
he was entitled to a hearing. Hunter 
then read into the record a prepared 
memorandum of the matters he said 
were under inquiry: 

“Using money that came into his 
possession for purposes other than 
intended, or for personal use. 

“Using provisions and other prop- 
erty purchased by“he State of Mis- 
souri, for his own use, without 
knowledge of the board and direct- 
ing employes not to charge or re- 
port same as should have been done 
in reports to the Penal Department. 

“Permitting, with knowledge, per- 
sons to take from the reformatory 
property purchased for the use of 
the State of Missouri without same 
being charged to the person or per- 
sons, or reported to the auditor for 
the Penal Department, as should 
have been done. 

“Permitting and consenting to 
punishment of inmates contrary to 
rules laid down in section 8481, re- 
vised statutes of Missouri, 1929 (this 
section requires a hearing before 
the superintendent for a reforma- 
tory inmate, before corporal punish- 
ment is inflicted). 

“Punishing inmates himself with- 
out following the procedure laid 
down in section 8481.” 


Excluded Since Monday. 


McLain has been excluded from 
the investigation hearing since it 
opened Monday, over the protest of 
his counsel, State Representative J. 
R. Baker of Fulton, and Lewis 
Hord Cook of Jefferson City. The 
Board ruled that since no formal 
charges had been filed against Mc- 
Lain by McKittrick, he was in the 
same position as any other wit- 
ness. 

The board action today was tak- 
en after the trend of the inquiry | 
in the last two days clearly indicat- 
ed that the investigation, so far at 
least, was centered on McLain and 
his management of the reforma- 
tory. 

McKittrick said he probably 
would call McLain to the witness 
stand Friday.

Formal Vote Taken in Connection 


With Discussion of New Law on 
Rights of Married Women. 


PARIS, Dec. 9.—The husband was

ing. 

The National League, after ad- 
journing for the day, announced 
that Ernest Quigley had been re-4 
tired as an active umpire and ap- 
pointed as supervisor of umpires. 
He also will do promotional work 
for the league. 

Earlier Sunday Doubleheaders. 

Both leagues voted to permit 
Sunday doubleheaders after the 
third Sunday at home.on any club’s 
schedule.

It was reported by grapevine 
that Sam Breadon was perturbed 
no little by Branch Rickey’s fail- 
ure to arrcnge a deal to send Dizzy 
to another club and that he had 
advised the general manager of the 
Cardinals that it might be wise. to 
back down in his demands, which 
previously had been described gen- 
erally as ridiculously prohibitive. 

According to the latest reports, 
which Breadon and Rickey declined 
to discuss, the Cardinals have de- 
cided that they can make a deal 
without getting Shortstop Arky 
Vaughan from the Pirates. In that 
event, it is possible that Pie Tray- 
nor will agree to rifle his store of 
reserves and youthful prospects to 
add Dean to the Pittsburgh pitch- 
ing staff. 

Blanton and Paul Waner are the 
Pirate keymen in the trade, Blan- 
ton won 18 and lost 13-for the Pi- 
rates in 1935 and was considered 
the pitching find of the year and 
one of the best hurlers in the busi- 
ness.

trying to ascribe a reason for it, 
the problems of subsidizing and 
recruiting college football players 
apparently are as dead as the 
famous Carnegie report which 
|brought them into the open years 


ago. : 
There have been sporadic reports 


of a flimsy nature that the Car- 
negie Foundation is going to make 
another investigation, but using the 
apathetic attitude of some of the 


nation’s leading institutions and 
their athletic leaders as a yard 
stick almost everybody, with the 
usual few exceptions, seems to be 
content to let well enough alone. 
The old bugbears have been the 
cause for a few scattered skirmish- 
es and conversations. The Reynolds 
plan which would have 

modified subsidization in the Big 
Ten was voted down 9 tol. But 
the Southern Intercollegiate Ath- 
letic Association decreed yesterday 
an athlete “may accept tuition): 
_scholarships and work fer the col- 
lege to pay for his schooling, with- 
out fear of censure.” 

The fate of the “Graham Plan,” 
aimed at elimination of subsidiza- 
tion and recruiting, will be decided 
when the Southern Conference 
meets in Richmond Friday and;Sat- 
urday. Frank Graham, president of 
the University of North Carolina 
and author cf the plan, which put 
into effect this season, will press 
for further .ightening of the rules. 
Forest Fletcner of Washington and 
Lee, president of the conference, 
has said that he will seek its abol- 
ishment. 

Bubsidizing and recruiting came 
in for a blast from a representative 
of one Montana school representa- 
tive, who reported: “All of the good 
atliletes in this State are ap- 
proached by outside institutions and 
given inducements with which we 
cannot hope to compete. We are 
forced, even to get average ma- 
terial, to go after boys and make 
inducements to get them to come 
here.” 

A five-point scheme will be pre- 
sented by Dr. F. C, (Phog) Allien, 
athletic director of the University 
of Kansas, to the American Asso- 
ciation of University and College 
presidents. He proposes that ath- 
letic competition in major schools 
be limited to the last two years; re- 
duction to three years of competi- 
tion in smaller schools now permit- 
ting four; adoption of a national 
no-transfer rule to. eliminate 
“tramp” athletics; scheduled of 
games between schools of different 
rank would be prohibited; and 
eligibility would be predicated on a 
student’s advancement toward a 
degree rather than on a basis otf 
“outmoded definitions of amateur 
and professional.”

‘WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Testi- 
mony that the late Van Sweringen 
brothers, Cleveland railroad pro- 
moters, in March of lats year were 
“up against it to provide for living 
expenses” which they estimated at 
$150,00 0a year was submitted to- 
day to the Senate Interstate Com- 
merce Comittee. 

Chairman Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 
tana, of the committee read a mem- 
orandum to that effect made by A. 
C. Nagle, an officer of the First 
National Bank which Wheeler said 
was found in the personal files of 
George F. Baker. 

The memorndum said that Harold 
Stanley, at that time a partner in 
J. P. Morgan & Co., had telephoned 
Nagle to say the Van Sweringens, 
previously having drawn no sal- 
aries from their enterprises and for 
some time living on their insurance, 
were “up against it.” 

Estimate of Expenses. 

The statement said thta the chief 
items in their expenses had been es- 
timated by the Van Sweringen 
brothers at $30,000 for living ex- 
penses, $25,000 for defendant rela- 
tives, $20,000 for upkeep of their 
farm, $20,000 to $25,000 for taxes and 
$25,000 for insurance. 

“Mr. Stanley,” the memorandum 
continued, “defends the other items 
on the list by stating that if these 
men are to do a good job for the 
creditors their minds should be free 
from worries such as providing for 
their living and taking care of their 
department family.” 


BIG BANK PROFITS 
IN RAILROAD LOANS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. — Large 
profits to New York.banks in the 
Morgan group from financing and 
refinancing major rail systems of 
the country were shown today in 
the Senate investigation into the 
railroads. 

William C. Potter, chairman of 
the board of the Guaranty Trust 
Co., was the witness. In painstak- 
ing detail] Chairman Wheeler of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee 
took Potter over transactions with 
various railroad corporations § in- 
volving hundreds of millions of 
dollars. 

The Guaranty Trust participated 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. and other 
banks in the Morgan group in nu- 
merous loans to holding companies 
controlled by the late Van Swer- 
ingen brothers, Cleveland finan- 
ciers, and ¢o railroads in the Van 
Sweringen system. 

Much of the testimony thus far 
in the hearing has dealt with the 
Van Sweringens. George A. Ball, 
Muncie (Ind,) glass jar manufac- 
turer who came to the financial 
rescue of the Van Sweringens when 
their empire was put on the auc- 
tion block by the Morgan firm 
spent nearly two days on the wit- 
ness stand. He knew very little 
about the vast interest accumulated 
by the Van Sweringens in their 
Alleghany Corporation holding 
company. 

$35,000,000 Bond Issue. 

A syndicate made up of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., the Guaranty Trust, 
the First National geank of New 
York and the National City Co., put 
out $85,000,000 of the Alleghany 
Corporation’s bonds, Wheeler 
brought out, proceeding to go into 
the details of the Alleghany bond 
issues. Alleghany was the Van 
Sweringens’ top holding company. 

Potter made a taciturn witness, 
confining his replies for the most 
part to “yes” or “no” and frequent- 
ly denying any recollection of de- 
tails of the transactions covered by 
today’s inquiry. Flanked by his at- 
torneys, he agreed to supply an- 
Swers which he could not draw 
from his memory. 

It was difficult for committee 
members to follow the complex 
transactions that took place be- 
tween railroads and their bankers. 

Wheeler introduced into the rec- 
ord prospectuses for the Alleghany 
bond showing that the Guaranty 
Trust had agreed to keep collateral 
of $127,000,000 behind the $85,000,- |t 
900 of bonds. Potter described how 
declining markets, as the depres- 
sion progressed, made it impossible 
to comply with this ns age ome 

Profit to Guaranty Trust. 

Financing of the Missouri Pacific, 
eggregating $223,000,000, were han- 
dled by the Guaranty Trust, it was 
brought out. Interest and commis- 
sions to the trust company on 
transactions with the Van.

ingen lines amounted to $7,594,331, 
in gross amount, and $4,417,530 in 
net amount, it was disclosed. 

Pressed by Senator Wallace 
White of Maine, Republican mem- 
ber of the investigating committee, 
Potter said the Alleghany bonds 
did not provide any foreclosure 
clause in the event that the banks 
failed to keep the collateral up to 
the $150,000,000 figure. Potter said 
that because of the “worst market 
in our times” it was impossible to 
comply with the collateral pro- 
vision. 

Wheeler brought out that a clause 
in the contract for the bonds would 
actually have permitted the Guar- 
anty Trust to take the railroad sys- 
tem away from the Van Sweringens 
in the event that the collateral— 
stocks and bonds of the Van Swer- 
ingen companies—should fall below 
a value of 150 per cent of the face 
amount of the Alleghany bonds. 

“T don’t believe you mentioned 
that when you were explaining the 
provisions of the bond contract,” 
Wheeler said. “It didn't occur to 
me,” Potter said. 

Controversy Over Erie. 

There followed a long controversy 
over whether the Guaranty Trust,. 
as corporate trustee for the bonds, 
actually had control over the Erie 
Railroad as well as other Van 
Sweringen systems. Securities of 
these systems were all pledged as 
collateral for the bonds: Potter in- 
sisted that he did not know wheth- 
er the trust company did actually 
have control. 

“Guaranty Trust recognized that 
it had control and as a matter of 
fact was exercising control, is that 
not so?” Wheeler demanded. “By 
proxy,” Potter replied. “Yes, but 
you were exercising control,” Wheel- 
er insisted. “Yes, yes, that’s true,” 
Potter said. 

This control was exercised for a 
period after August, 1931, prior to 
the time when the stocks of com- 
panies in the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion were put up at public auction 
by J. P. Morgan & Co., and associ- 
ated banks that had advanced a 
loan of about $40,000,000 to the Van 
Sweringens. Ball and George A. 
Tomlinson of Cleveland bought in 
these stocks at the auction. 

Asked About Consulting Morgan. 

Wheeler submitted a memoran- 
dum taken from the files ef Guar- 
anty Trust showing a realization of 
the need to exercise direct control 
over the Van Sweringen companies. 

Then he asked: 

“To what extent did you consult 
with members of the house of Mor- 
gan over how this control should be 
exercised?” 

“T don’t know whether we ever 
consulted with any members of the 
firm of J. P. Morgan &-Co.,” Potter 
replied. ’ 
Wheeler submitted a sample 
proxy: showing how the Guaranty 
Trust used “dummy” nominees to 
vote controlling Missouri Pacific 
stock held by Guaranty. The nom- 
inee, listed as “Kugler & Co.,” was 
a “superior clerk,” Potter said in 
answer to Wheeler’s question. By 
the terms of the proxy “Kugler & 
Co.,” designated O. P. Van Swerin- 
gen, L. W. Baldwin and D .S. Bar- 
rett Jr. to vote Guaranty’s Missouri 
Pacific stock. 

“Our clerks often give themselves

“Germany has too small a space 
for its population,” Schacht main- 
tained in an address at the cen- 
tenary of the Society for Geography 
and Statistics.

Despite these efforts the 
territory is not sufficient. 

“Lack of industrial raw materials 
even surpasses that of foodstuffs.

Chief Justice Hughes asked 
whether participation in any meet- 
ing of the Communist party, even 
one to discuss a presidential elec- 
tion, carried with it punishment for 
a felony. When Tarshis replied 
that the State Supreme Court had 
decided to that effect in the De 
Jonge case, the Chief Justice mere- 
ly leaned back in his chair, ap- 
parently content with having 
cleared up a point which had dis- 
turbed him. 

Other Questions From Bench. 

Other Justices pursued the same 
line of thought with other exam- 
ples. Justice Vandevanter wanted 
to know whether punishment could 
be inflicted if the Communist meet- 
ing was merely for the purpose of 
adopting resolution of condolence 
for the family of a deceased mem- 
ber. The attorney for the State ad- 
mitted that the statute covered that 
much ground. 

Justice Sutherland asked wheth- 
er it would apply to a Communist 
meeting called for a discussion of 
the advisability of a high or low 
tariff. Again the answer was that 
the statute made participation in 
such a meeting a felony under the 
criminal syndicalism statute. 

Justices McReynolds and Butler 
sought to show that the Oregon Su- 
preme Court, in upholding the 
seven-year sentence, might have 
thought that the meeting at which 
De Jonge spoke was the scene of 
the advocacy of criminal syndical- 
ism. 


Some Justices Aid Counsel. 

Other members of the Court aided 
the State counsel in pointing out 
that the Supreme Court had specif- 
ically stated that the syndicalism 
doctrine had not been advocated at 
that particular meeting, and that 
De Jonge’s conviction had resulted 
merely from his associatoin with the 
Communist party, which the State 
charged had at other’ times and 
places advocated criminal syndical- 
ism as a means of bringing about 
political and industrial changes.

Council, Arita, who has already 
presented his resignation, expressed 
regret for the state of Japan’s 
diplomacy in every country men- 
tioned by the councilors. 

Emperor Hirohito, who attended 
“ithe meeting, left before the Minis- 
ters were called to defend their ad« 
ministration. Most of the council- 
ors expressed dissatisfaction with 
Arita’s replies and advised the Gov-+ 
ernment to exercise greater. cau- 
tion in future decisions affecting 
Japanese foreign policy. 

Arita’s Defense, 

Arita acknowledged there was no 
substantial reason for thinking 
Russia would agree to extend Japa~ 
nese fishing rights in Siberia before 
they expire Dec. 31. 

Asked whether the Foreign Of- 
fice had a definite policy with re- 
gard to China, Arita replied he was 
trying to break the deadlock by, 
diplomatic means only.

I am constrained, also, to quote from a 
delightful editorial in your issue of Dec. 2: 
“The fact may have its consolation for 
those who, through mistaken choice or 
want of opportunity, have missed the 
early drudgery of the classics and the 
inescapable rewards. Better to gallop 
down the Appiar. Way on a ‘pony’ than 

not to ride the thoroughfare at all.” 
Shall we bury Latin, the only universal 
language? -Immensely useful because it 
-is dead and hence unchangeable, Latin is 
indispensable in every profession and in 
every science in every country of the 
earth. The study of the dead languages 
is recognized by classical scholars as ren- 
dering a mental discipline not quite ob- 


_tainable in any other way, which fact, of 


course, is not understandable to those who 
are unfamiliar with such study, while its 
cultural value is equally non-understand- 
able to the non-classical student. 

Shall we devote our study only to those 
subjects, the knowledge of which will be 
a means of providing material sus- 
tenance? On one occasion, I visited my 
college tutor in the dead languages, then 
in ‘his ninety-third year. The passing of 
two-score years has not dirhmed my re- 
collection of the gleam of his face as he 
quoted from the classics and called at- 
tention to the niceties of expression and 
the beauteous phrases in his excerpts

Britain’s Tragic Dilemma 


Dispute over the King’s proposed marriage, no matter what its outcome, has stirred 
antagonisms and weakened Empire's ties, writer says; people adore ruler, but 
many have turned against him on divorce and constitutional issues; abdication 
would be heavy blow to monarchy, and demand is growing that this be averted.

LONDON. 
T a moment of growing peril in inter- 
national affairs, the people of Great 
Britain and the dominions have found 
themselves in the grip of an internal crisis 
that has shaken them emotionally and polit- 
ically more than any event since the World 
War.

a tragedy for his family and his Empire. 

Probably never in modern times has a 
great nation been paralyzed for such an 
apparently trivial cause. The war in Spain 
has suddenly been forgotten. Foreign dan- 
gers have taken on the unreal aspect of 
things seen in a bad dream. Political life 
has stopped dead for every purpose but the 
quick solution of this crisis. 

The British people were astounded when 
the crisis struck them, and they are still 
incredulous when they read of a situation 
that no writer of Cinderella stories would 
have dared to invent as fiction. Yet the 
crisis is intimately bound up with the future 
of the British Empire in a world of warring 
creeds. By etraining the unity of the Em- 
pire even for a few days, it has strengthened 
the forces of disruption everywhere.

Not only would abdication shatter Ed- 
ward’s personal career, but there is little 
doubt that it would deal a heavy blow at the 
monarchy. Much of its color would vanish 
with Edward VIII, whose personality has 
cast a magic spell upon the people of the 
Empire. Much of the humanity of the Brit- 


- ish monarchy might disappear, for, no mat- 


ter how great the publicity “build-up” of the 
Duke of York and his family, they could 
never provide what Edward has given to the 
British throne for the past 15 or 20 years. 
The monarchy would become correct but 
soulless, 

So there has arisen a growing demand 
from the masses that Edward must not be 
allowed to leave the throne. His departure 
would leave such a sorrow behind that, al-

everyone’s lips, millions still cannét bring 
themselves to visualize it as an accepted 


The monarchy, of course, would survive 
Edward's abdication, just as it will survive 
the cruel shocks of this past week. But it 
may never be the same again, with or with- 
out Edward on the throne. It used to mean 
stability; it has just become a source of ex- 
treme ty and has plunged Britain 
into a great domestic crisis at a time when 
she could least afford it.

N THE last election, voters in Missouri 

approved by a vote of 412,450 to 164,913 
a constitutional amendment which will give 
that State a non-political conservation com- 
mission and will ultimately result in a con- 
servation set-up very similar to that which 
we enjoy in Michigan. 

The terms of the commissioners are 30 
staggered as to make for a continuing pro- 
gram, not to be interrupted by changes of 
State administration. The commission is 
empowered to select a director from any- 
where in the United States and at any 
salary it deems wise to pay. The director 
is expected to be a highly trained scientific 
conservationist who will pick his staff from 
men of similar training without any regard 
to politics. 

At present, Missouri has a political set-up, 
The Game and Fish Commissioner goes out 
every four years and is replaced by another 
politician who uses his department as a res 
ervoir for patronage. The proposition ap- 
proved by the voters stipulates that all the 
money raised from fish and game licenses 
be spent for conservation and restoration. 

The movement for the new constitutional 
amendment was begun by private sports 
men who gave their time and their money, 
to the cause. They won a brilliant victory. 

This addition’ of Missouri to the ranks 
of the states which have divorced politics 
from conservation is of particular interest 
to Michigan at this time, when there is talk 
of conservation becoming mixed up with 
politics here. 

In Missouri, they call the divorce of poll 
tics and conservation a “new deal.” Mich- 
igan sportsmen should remember that they 
got their “new deal” in conservation way 
‘back in 1921, when the Legislature created 
the present conservation set-up. Since that 
time, Michigan has progressed rapidly in 
conservation. In fact, other states repeatedly 
point to us as a mode! state.

It is difficult 
to avoid this feeling that a situa-

For if the sole motive of the Bald- 
win Cabinet was to prevent the King 
from marrying Mrs. Simpson, how is 

one to explain a crisis in December 
| over an event that could not happen 
yntil.April? Five months is a long 
time, and no man can say today that 
Mrs. Simpson or the King would not 
have yielded to the terrific pressure 
which could have been brought to 
bear upon them. 

The apparent truth is that they 
have not been given time or oppor- 
tunity to yield; that no honorable 
path of retreat seems to have been 
eft open. For while Mr. Baldwin 
said Monday that the King could 
take time to reflect, the King can 
only reflect upon the fact that he is 
caught publicly in an intolerable 
dilemma.

There can, of course, be no real 
doubt that a constitutional King 
cannot marry anyone he pleases; 
™ that he cannot make any woman 
Queen or even his consort without 
the consent of the Ministers who 
represent Parliament and the Brit- 
ish democracy. Much has been said 
about the King’s right to live his 
own life like any other man and 
find his own happiness in his own 
way. A constitutional King cannot 
have that right. The King’s mar- 
riage is wholly different from any 
other man’s marriage. It is not an 
@ affair of the heart, but an affair of 

state. It is a political alliance and 
hot a personal romance, 

Suppose, for example, that the 
King had happened to fall in love 
with a daughter, let us say, of the 
former King of Spain, or with a 
niece of Stalin, or a cousin of Hit- 
ler. Would anyone feel that the 
right of romantic love was such 
that the British Parliament could 
have no say as to whether the Brit- 
ish crown should become entangled 
in such an alliance? ‘These are ex- 
treme examples, of course, but they 
illustrate the reason why the King 
‘Must not marry without the consent 
of his Ministers. If he were free 
to marry anyone he liked, he could, 
@ by his own marriage and the mar- 
riages of his fami’, shape the for- 
eign policy of his empire, 

Nor could a marriage with Mrs. 
impson be regarded as a private 
atter. The monarchy is what the 
peoples of the empire feel it to be, 
#@nd the sentiments of the British 
Fooples have to be taken into ac- 
count. If the King’s marriage to a 
woman who has been twice di- 
vorced would outrage the feelings 
4 of great masses of people, that fact 
cannot be regarded as unimportant. 
The monarchy exists to keep the 
British united; if it disunites them,

Now, someone must judge what 
would be the political consequences 
ofthis marriage, and in a constitu- 
tional democracy, the King himself 
cannot be the judge. Only the re-

sponsible Government can make 


that judgment. Only Parliament] | 
can overrule the Government. Only| 


the British electorate can overrule 
the Parliament, 

So, while Mr. Baldwin may be 
right or he may be wrong in his 
estimate of how the British peoples 
would feel about such a marriage 
it is he and not the King who must 
decide in the first instance how 
such a marriage would be received 
by the peoples—by the devout An- 
glicans and the Puritans at home 
and in all the dominions, by Catho- 
lic Ireland, by the Moslems of India 
and Egypt. ' 

There is no question here of the 
rights and wrongs of divorce. It 
is solely a political question. 

Though Mr. Baldwin might feel 
no personal prejudice against the 
King’s marriage to a divorced 
woman, as a statesman it is his 
plain duty to see that the King does 
not outrage the feelings of millions 
of his subjects. It is his business 
to know what the Empire feels, 
and if he is convinced that the mar- 
riage would injure the Empire, he 
must oppose it unless he is over- 
ruled by Parliament and the Brit- 
ish voters,

But, though there can be no real 
dispute about the ultimate issue— 
that the King cannot marry with- 
out the consent of the representa- 
tives of his péeople—all this does 
not explain the sudden raising of 
the issue in a way which gives the 
King so little chance to make a dig- 
nified and honorable retreat. It 
is a mystery. 

But it would appear that the 
King's relations with Mrs. Simpson 
had already divided British upper- 
class opinion sharply, and the news 
could no longer be withheld from 
the masses of the people. The 
Government acted the moment the 
news was out. Conceivably, it 
forced out the news in order to act. 
In either event, we may suppose 
that Mr. Baldwin took his decision 
to force the issue now because he 
feared that the longer he waited, 
the more iirreconcilably divided 
would the people be between the 
supporters of the King and the op- 
ponents of the King. 

Presumably, he decided that if he 
did not promptly force the King off 
the throne or crush’ his personal 
power, there would arise a new 
alignment in British politics when 
five months hence Parliament un- 
dertook to forbid the marriage. 
There would be a party of the King 
and a party of the Parliament, and 
England is supposed to have ended 
the possibility of such a division 
more than 200 years ago. 

Knowing that Edward is im- 
mensely popular, Mr. Baldwin may 
have concluded that he must defeat 
the King before the King could 
collect his supporters, This ex- 
planation assumes that Mr. Bald- 
win has learned, or at least believes 
he has learned, that the King not 
only refuses to recognize the su- 
premacy of Parliament but has been 
getting ready to challenge it. Is 
this the King’s unshakable deci- 
sion? The attitude of the Liberal 
and of the Labor parties would 
seem to confirm the view that this 
is what British statesmen think 
the King intends to do. No other 
plausible reason seems now to be 
at hand to explain why, instead of 
trying conciliation, the Ministers 
have forced the crisis so precipitate- 
lx and in such drastic form. 

If this is why they have done 
what they have done, then they pre- 
cipitated this crisis now in order to 
forestall a more dangeroug one 
later. But it remains to be seen 
whether they have really forestalled 
that more -dangerous crisis, or 
whether, in acting so suddenly and, 
in the popular view, so harshly, 
they have not misjudged the situa- 
tion and whether, by arousing re- 
sentment at their apparent unfair- 
ness, they have not aggravated the 
very alignment of opinion which 


they sought to avoid.

DR. IVAN LEE HOLT GALLS 


Reorganization or Disintegration, 
St. Louisan Tells Federal 
Council of Churches. 

By the Associated Press. 

ASBURY. PARK, N. J., Dec. 9.— 
Calling for a union of Protestant 
faiths, Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, president 
of the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, told the bi- 
ennial meeting of the council today 
that “American Protestantism faces 
\reorganization or disintegration.” 
He is pastor of St. John’s Methodist 
Church in St. Louis. 


' “There must be a definite move- 
ment toward Protestant union,” Dr. 
Holt said. “I rejoice in all the 
unification and union movements 
under way in our American protest- 
antism, but the program does not 
go far enough.” 

Dr. Holt said the American 
preaching mission, a movement to- 
ward consolidation of Protestants, 
“drew crowds when there was no 
denominational appeal.” 

He proposed.methods of reor- 
ganization of Protestantism: “First 
there must be an elimination of 
duplication in the co-operative 
agencies of Protestantism. We must 
reorganize the missionary program 
of Protestantism.”

Shigeru Yoshida, Ambassador to 
Great Britain, had been instructed 
to improve them. 

He denied any secret agreement 
had been reached with Italy and 
added future negotiations would 
deal exclusively with trade mat- 
ters, no anti-Communist’ accord be- 
ing contemplated. 

Some members of the council 
who have opposed the recent Japa- 
nese-German pact against Commu- 
nism were reported to feel its ef- 
fects would be so disastrous to the 
administration that the Cabinet 
would be forced to resign. : 

Besides the Privy Council, the 
two major political parties in Japan 
have accused Arita of diplomatic 
blunders. — 

The Minseito party has condemn- 
ed the Hirota Government because 
of: 

1. Soviet Russia’s refusal] to sign 
a pact granting extended fishing 
rights to Japan. 

2. Rupture of negotiations with 
the Nanking Government of China 
over Japanese policy in continen- 
tal Asia. 

3. Suspicion aroused abroad. 

The other leading party, the Sei- 
yukai (opposition) group, will meet 
tomorrow to discuss Arita’s dip- 
lomacy. Its members are particu- 
larly resentful’ over the secrecy 
surrounding Japan’s foreign af- 
fairs.

The Oregon law is more com- 
prehensive than most criminal syn- 
dicalism statutes in that it makes 
liable to heavy penalties any one 
who “assists in conducting any as- 
semblage of persons, or any Oor- 
ganization, or any society, or any 
group which teaches or advocates 
the doctrine of criminal syndical- 
ism.” M 
Criminal, Syndicalism Defined. 
By the statute criminal syndical- 
ism is defined to be “the doctrine 
which advocates crime, physical 
violence, sabotage, or any unlawful 


acts or methods as a means of ac- 


complishing or effecting industrial 
or political change or revolution.” 
Sabotage is further defined as 
“intentional and unlawful damage, 
injury or destruction of real or per- 
sonal property”. 

De Jonge was arrested for con- 
ducting a Communist meeting on 
July 27, 1934, and the indictment 
charged that the Communist party 
“then and there” advocated crimi- 
nal syndicalism. The State Supreme 
Court construed this indictment as 
charging, not that the meeting at 
which De Jonge assisted advocated 
this doctrine, but merely that the 
Communist party generally at the 
time advocated criminal syndical- 
ism. 


Stipulation of Facts. 


Evidence at the trial was net 
transcribed for the United States 
Supreme Court and counsel for both 
sides agreed upon a stipulation of 
the essential facts. These stipu- 
lated facts show: 

That De Jonge was a speaker 
at the meeting which had been 
advertised by the Communist 
party and that he had been in- 
structed to speak in the name of 
the party. 

That the meeting was called to 
protest against allegedly illegal 
raids on workers’ halls and 
homes and to protest against the 
shooting of strikers by the local 
police in a longshoremen’s and 
seamen’s strike then in progress. 

That 150 to 300 persons attend- 
ed the meeting, of which not 
more than 10 or 15 per cent were 
members of the Commuinist party. 

That the meeting was open to 
the public without charge and 
no questions were asked as_ to 
membership in or sympathy with 
that party. 

That De Jonge advocated a 
drive to get more members of the 
Communist party, and urged the 
purchase of Communistic litera- 
ture, 

That he requested those at the 
meeting to attend a forthcoming 
street meeting in defiance of the 
police. 

That the meeting was orderly 
and that De Jonge was arrested 
when the meeting was raided by 
the police, 


As De Jonge Sees Question. 


In his brief De. Jonge contends 
that the right of freedom of speech 
and freedom of peaceful assembly, 
as guaranteed by the First Amend- 
ment, are carried over into the “due 
process” clause of the Fourteenth 
Amendment, where State laws are 
involved. 

“The question presented to this 
court (and in this case for the first 
time),” the brief says, “is whether 
a statute is constitutional which 
punishes a person for participation 
in a lawful meeting, called for a 
lawful purpose, merely because the 
meeting was called by an organiza- 
tion, which, it is charged, advocated 
prohibited doctrine.” 

After attempting to differentiate 
the Oregon case from previous ad- 
verse decision by the Supreme 
Court, the brief argues that under 
the appealed decision it is possible 
for a person to be punished for 
criminal syndicalism even though 
he himself does not advocate such 
a doctrine or participate in any 
way in actual advocacy. 

Far-Reaching Effect Cited. 

“Under such interpretation of this 
law,” the brief continues, “any per- 
son could be convicted who partici- 
pated in a symposium called by the 
Communist party for the discussion 
of the campaign issues in the pres- 
ent year, were such person a Demo- 
crat, a Republican, or a member of 
any other political party, and that, 
entirely regardiess of what might | 
or might not have been said at the 
meeting he attended. It would con- 
stitute an attempt to make criminal 
the mere association in even a cas- 
ual way with any persons accused 
of any wrongdoing at all—a doc- 
trine wholly repugnant to the Amer- 
ican system of justice.” 

Pointing out that the Oregon law 
was amended in 1933 to make it no 
longer criminal merely to belong to 
a proscribed organization, the brief 


fare. 
The State of Oregon dogs not 


contradict the statement that De 
Jonge was convicted merely for “as- 
disting” at the Communist meeting, 
and cites another case in which 
there was no evidence of any ad- 
vocacy of criminal syn or 
sabotage at the meeting. 

“By enacting the present statute,” 
the State brief says, “the State 
was determined through its legis- 
lative body, that to preside at, con- 
duct or assist in ran eae oh og 88 
ing of an organization wW 

as its objective the advocacy, teach- 
ing or affirmative suggestion of 
crime, sabotage or violence as a 
means of affecting a change or revo- 
lution in industry or government, 
involves such dangers to the public 
peace and the security of the State, 
that these acts should be penalized 
in the exercise of its police powers. 
If the act does not invade the con- 
stitutional rights of the citizen, then 
the statute must be sustained and 
effect must be yielded to it by the 
courts, even though the latter may 
seriously disagree with the wisdom 
of such enactment. 

The State brief declares that the 
evidence at the trial showed 
that “the Communist party 
teaches and advocates criminal 
syndicalism and sabotage as & 
means of effecting a change in in- 
dustry and government” and that 
“such teaching and advocation pre- 
sent a sufficient danger of substan- 
tive evil” to bring their painishment 
within the range of‘legislative dis- 
cretion.

Clair County corporations objecting 
to $205,000 taxes, and State’s At- 
torney Louis P. Zerweck, to abide 
by an expected decision of the Illi- 
nois State Supreme Court in a gim- 
ilar case now before it.

Schroeder 
denied he had sought money for 
getting Miller a job, but said Miller 
had paid him $10 earnest money 
for a lease on a flat at 5817A Roose- 
velt place, owned by Mrs. Schroe- 
der. Later Mrs. Mliler requested 
improvements costing about $100, 
which Schroeder felt he could not 
afford, so, he related, he returned 
the earnest money and canceled the 
agreement. Schroeder said he had 
his canceled check for $10, indorsed 
by Miller. He knew Miller as a 
salesman of novelties, he added. 

Miller refused to discuss the com- 
plaint with a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. 

Schroeder has said heretofore 
that his wife owned two other flats 
at 5819-21 Roosevelt place, whose 
occupants were two school custodi- 
ans, a school matron and a carpen- 
ter employed by the board.

The fiery old laird replied, 
“He gard'd Kings know they had 
a lith in their necks,” referring to 
what Cromwell did to the “lith,” or 
segment, in Charles the First's 
neck, 

Sir Oswald Mosley, leader of 
home-made English black-shirt 
Fascists, clings to the hope that the 
royalty crisis may give him his 
chance. 


Fascists write on fences and 
buildings the words “Stand by the 
King” with a Swastika for signa- 
ture; a truck with blaring loud- 
speaker stops before Marlborough 
House, and annoys Queen Mary, 
roaring through its amplifiers: 
“Stand by the King.” 

The Black Shirts will probably 
bave to wait for another crisis. 


Winston Churchill, booed in the 
house, ridiculed in the press, for 
defending the King’s right to mar- 
ry, is believed to have shattered 
his own political hopes beyond re- 
demption by his defense of the 
King. King Edward himself pays

HE Municipal Auditorium is 
about to be put to the sort of 
civic use for which it was theo- 
retically intended.

and other staples to dress up a 
dinner. 


Monsanto’s “Tom Boy Taylor,” 
Hulda Hall from the traffic de- 
partment, is really at the bottom 
of the basket-giving. The other day 
at luncheon in the executives’ din- 
ing room she related the beginnings 
quite simply. “As soon as I came 
to work for the company about 12 
years ago, I began to make friends 
with the children along the streets 
on’ the way to and from work. 
You've only to take a look around 
the plant to see how poor a neigh- 
borhood it is. Why, some of these 
families, have only a candle stub 
at night for light. They can’t af- 
ford even oil lamps, let alone elec- 
tric ones. I used to give the kids 
pennies to dance for me, There 
were seven of them in one family 
and along about Christmas time the 
mother stopped me one day and 
asked for money to buy food. I 
went back to the office and col- 
lected nickels and dimes from some 
of the girls and bought supplies for 
the family.” 


From that first basket the cus- 
tom grew. The following year la- 
borers in the plant turned in names 
of families they knew were going 
hungry. Miss Hall tackled de- 
partment heads for contributions. 
The more namés the higher pres- 
sure she put on. Finally, the basket- 
buying began to take on the pro- 
portions of a charity agency, and 
with it the financial worries. Mon- 
ey-raising in most forms is a dis-

ENRY MACTIER WARFIELD, 
H eranatatner of Mrs. Wallis 

Simpson, was a direct descend- 
ant of Richard Warfield, first of the 
family to come to America. Rich- 
ard Warfield arrived in Maryland 
in 1662, settling on land granted to 
him by King Charles II. 
The family is known as one of the 
oldest land owners in the State. 
Gov, Edwin Warfield, a cousin of 
Mrs. Simpson’s father, was at one 
time president of the Songs of the 
American Revolution, and had in 
his possession one of the earliest 
deeds to property in Maryland. 
The annals of the Warfield family 
go back to Norman England—and 
earlier. It was Pagan de Warfield, 
a Norman gentleman who joined 
the ranks of William the Conqueror 
and fought valiantly at the Battie 
of Hastings, who established the 
Warfields on English soil. As a re- 
ward for his valor and loyalty, Pa- 
gan de Warfield received an English 
manor as “knight's fee.” “Warfield’s 
Walk,” the estate was called, and 
in the Domesday Book, Pagan de 
Warfield is also credited with lands 
in Stratford. 
Robert de Warfield of Warfield 
House, a knight of the Order of the 
Garter during the reign of Edward 
II, was of the Berkshire branch of 
the family. A second Pagan de 
Warfield granted Upton to the Prior 
of Merton as a free gift and this 
was later known as Warfield Par- 
ish. 
An order from King John, in 1216, 
sent to Engelgard de Cygoney who 
was in charge of Windsor Castle, 
bade him deliver one Hugh de Pol- 
sted to John de Warfield, brother 
of Elye de Warfield, unless he 
should meanwhile be ransomed. 
This John de Warfield lived at 
Warfield Manor in Warfield’s Walk,

in the Warfield connection, the 
family, like many others of English 
origin, evidently desiring to  per- 
petuate in the new world the names 
that were familiar and cherished in 
the mother country. 

Richard Warfield, the founder of 
the American branch of the family, 
left Berkshire, England, with the 
Howards and several other Berk- 
shire families, and reached the 
shores of Chesapeake Bay in 1662. 
The entire group settled on the 
banks of the Severn in Anne Arun- 
del County, where they lived in 
close social and religious associa- 
tion. + 

A few years after his arrival, 
Richard Warfield became the pro- 
prietor of an estate to which he 
gave his own name. Later he add- 
ed to this property tracts patented 
to him as Warfield’s Right, the In- 
crease, the Addition and Warfield’s 
Plains. Within a little more than 
a quarter of a century, he had ac- 
quired, to hand down to his chil- 
dren, a large and rich agricultural 
area. 

Richard Warfield was of .the 
house of Robert de Warfield, who 
bore the crest of the Paschal Lamb. 
He was a religious man and was a 
member of the first vestry of old 
St. Anne’s Church, built in accord- 
ance with an Act of the Assembly 
of 1692 which divided the counties 
into parishes and ordered churches 
to be built. 


HE will of Richard Warfield 
which was proved in 1703-4, 
shows that he must have been a 
man of wealth who surreunded him- 
self with means of comfortable, and 
even luxurious, living. In the will 
are bequests of “silver spoons” and

have been prominent in business, 
politics, the professions of law and 
medicine’ and in military affairs. 
Dr. Charles Alexander Warfield was 
one of the founders and president 
of the Medical and Chirurgical 
Society of Maryland, and one of his 
sons, Henry, was a member of Con- 
gress in 1820. 

In the Severn Militia during the 
Revolutionary War were Capt. Ben- 
jamin Warfield, Second Lieutenant 
Robert Warfield, Ensign Charles 
Warfield, Capt. Philemon Warfield, 
First Lieutenant Launcelot War- 
field, Second Lieutenant Thomas 
Warfield and Ensign Joseph War- 
field. 


Dr. Waller Warfield was a sur- 
geon during the Revolutionary War 
and afterward a member of the So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati. Elijah and 
David Warfield were Captains in 
the Fifth Regiment of Maryland 
Militia. 


Probably small Wallis Warfield, 
sitting in her grandmother’s draw- 
ing room, long ago in Baltimore, 
had never even heard the names of 
these ancestors. Probably, if she 
had heard them, she would have 
thought little about them. They 
had all lived so very long ago. 

It was something, though, that 
Gov. Edwin Warfield of Maryland 
(in office from 1904 until 1908) 
should be a relative of hers and 
that Gov. Andrew Jackson Mon- 
tague of Virginia (in office from 
1902 until 1906) should be a rela- 
tive of her mother’s. 


Much more important, in the 
opinion of 6-year-old Wallis War- 
field—and a far greater man, too— 
was her uncle, S. Davies Warfield, 

10 ®lived with his mother in 
the house on Preston street. “Uncle 
Sol” Warfield who was to become 
president of the Seaboard Air Line 
railway, president of the Continen- 
tal Trust Co. of Baltimore and an 
important figure in the business life 
of the country, was; at that time, 
postmaster of Baltimore. He re- 
ceived the appointment Presi-

dent Cleveland in 1894 and, at the 
time, was the youngest postmaster 
in the history of the city.

tween President Cleveland and 

Postmaster Warfield, and the 
Baltimorean was frequently called 
to Washingto nto give opinions on 
Maryland affairs. At the end of the 
Cleveland administration, S. Davies 
Warfield was reappointed, both by 
President McKinley and President 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


“Uncle Sol” Warfield was devot- 
ed to his niece, Wallis—and _  re- 
mained so throughout his life. He 
bought her playthings and pets. On 
pleasant Sunday afternoons they 
went for walks together. Wallis, an 
only child, spending much of her 
time with adults, had a quick wit 
and lively disposition. Though she 
admired and respected her grand- 
mother, the house on Preston street 
was a much pleasanter place when 
“Uncle Sol” was about. 

S. Davies Warfield never married. 
He continued to make his home 
with his mother throughout her 
lifetime. 


A CLOSE friendship developed be-

This home, however, was never 
built because, after an attempt to

To Mrs. Wallis Simpson, S. Davies 
Warfield left at his death, the in- 
come from a $15,000 trust fund, ac- 
companied by this notation: “My 
niece has been educated by me and 
otherwise provided for by my moth- 
er and myself in addition to the 
provision made herein.” 


S. Davies Warfield was to leave 
his name in the history of Ameri- 
can railroad development as a mem- 
ber of the organization committee 
which formed the Seaboard Air 
Line system. When the system 
went into receivership in 1908, the 
successful rehabilitation of the 
property was credited largely to his 
efforts as chairman of the receiv- 
ers. He was also a director and 
member of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Missouri Pacific and 
Western Maryland Railroads. He 
also organized the group that pur- 
chased. the Consolidated Gas Co., 
which became the Consolidated Gas, 
Electric Light & Power Co. of Bai- 
timore. 


When* funeral services for _ 5S. 
Davies Warfield were held, Oct. 25, 
1927, in Baltimore, the honorary pall- 
bearers included: W. W. Atterbury, 
president of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road; Nicholas Murray Butler, pres- 
ident of Columbia University; Ar- 
thur. Brisbane; Samuel Untermeyer, 
and P. A. S. Franklin, 

But all that was far in the fu- 
ture as Wallis Warfield, aged six, 
ran eagerly to meet her uncle when 


she heard his step, as she walked 
primly beside him in the Sunday 
morning parade on Charles street, 
and as the three of them—she and 
“Uncle Sol” and Wallis’ bulldog 
“Bully”—romped together on sum- 
mer afternoons at Manor Glen. 

It was, on the whole, a happy 
childhood, with a devoted mother; 
the admonitions of a rather strict, 
aristocratic grandmother; visits— 
most exciting!—to and from Aunt 
Bessie Merryman in Washington; 
other small girls and boys of the 
neighborhood to play with; and al- 
ways “Uncle Sol” to provide excit- 
ing surprises. 

Thus Wallis Warfield approached 
her schooldays.

ODAY, in a charming location 

with broad lawns, lofty old 

trees and, jewel-like, set- 
in the midst of more modern 
structures, the eighteenth-century 
country home that was the orig- 
inal building, is Oldfield’s School, 
Today, as throughout the hundred 
years and more of its history, it is 
an institution of the highest stand~- 
ing. Many are the names of 
women prominent in society, in 
civic activities, and in philanthro- 
pic work who are listed among its 
alumnae. 

But Oldfield’s today is a vastly 
different place from what it was 
in 1912 when Wallis Warfield ar- 
rived for her first taste of life in 
boarding school. 

Presiding over the institution 
was Miss Nan McCulloch, in whose 
family Oldfield’s has continued since 
its beginnings. Miss Nan, in spread~- 
ing black silk skirts, in gowns that 
rose to collars, high-boned to her 
earlobes, who wore always a small 
black cashmere shawl about her 
shoulders, did not compromise in 
her views about the training of 
young women. 

- Those entrusted to her care 
learned, first of all, to conduct 
themselves at all times in a quiet 
and decorous manner. They 
learned the etiquette and manners 
which Miss Nan herself had been 
taught as a girl. First year stu- 
dents, each morning when they 
faced the principal for the day, 
curtsied deeply. “Old girls’—those 
who had been there a year or more 
—might kiss her cheek. Oldfield’s 
students learned, too, to be devout 
in religious observance. Their 
course of study and classroom reci- 
tations were those considered nec- 
essary to train young women for a 
dignified introduction to society. 

On the door of each room in thd 
school dormitory was a placard re- 
minder: 

“Gentleness and courtesy are ex< 
pected of the girls at all times.” 

It was due to this placard that 
the school’s two basketball teams 
(they were not allowed to play 
games in competition with other 
schools) were ‘known as “Gentle- 
ness” ‘and “Courtesy.” 

Wallis Warfield played on the 
“Gentleness” team, and played a 
right good game, too. She was not, 
however, particularly enthusiastic 
about basketball.

One-fourth cup chopped candied 
fruit peel 

One-half cup nuts 

Two teaspoons vanilla 

One teaspoon orange extract 

Four egg whites, beaten 

Beat the yolks, add sugar, flour 
and salt. Add milk, cook in a dou- 
ble boiler until the mixture thick- 
ens slightly. Stir frequently and 
take care not to overcook. Add 
gelatin which has soaked five min- 
utes in cold water.
